A vigotolin Indletment of the Poenrose-
Yare-MoNichol machine was mnade today
by Representative T. Henry Walnut, In
a sintement ghowlng the methods re-
sorted to by the machine's reprowenta-
tives In the Leglaiature In throttling the
ahlld Inbor bl which, he sald, had thy
support of cvery right-thinking maon In
Penneylvanin, Mr. Walnut declnred the
acte of the Inst State Sennte, whilch wos
dominated by Penrose, were only the leg-
felative exprossion of what Penrose and
his  henchmen and  the Intereats they
sorvo stand for,

HOUSE BILL A MODBEL,

Mi. Walnut's statement roads:

“rhe ehild Inbor BilL, as It passed the
House, was n mensure that would have
placed Pennsylviania among those States
of the Unlon that had seen the necesalty
for conserving the lives and health of
the children of the community, and would
have Iaid down regulations for the pur-

pose of nccomplishing this end.

“The bill was referred to the Cammit-
tae on Judichss Speelnl, preslded over
by Henator Charles A, Bnyder, of Schuyl.
kil County, who frankly represcnted
those Intorests who hnd long dominated

Pennsyvivanin Legislntures and had al-
wayn obstructed the paseage of child
Inbor leglsintlon, The bill passed the

House on the 16th of April, and wns re-
ferred to tha Committea on Judiclary
Bpeclal of the Senate on the following
dayv. It wns then expected that the Leg-
falature would adjourn not later than
tha third or fourth week In May, and
presumably the Intentlon wae to kill the
Bl by holding it In committee until too
Jate to pass it prior to adjournment,
“A hearing was finally held an
menasure phout the middle of May.
queation of adjournment was then
minent. No report was made by the
committee, however, untll June 4, and
it was not until June 23 that the blll was
finally pagsed, In the meantime o num-
ber of spirited efforta liad been made
to fix a date for the adjournment of the
Loegislature, none of which had, how-
over, suceeeded, In part becnuse of the
Insistence of the House that the child
labor bill and severnl other measures of
finportance then In the Senate should
be properly considered before adjourn-
ment.
SENATE CHANGIS FATAL,

“The bill an it passed the Senate had
bean amended S0 ng to eliminate Lhe
fundamental fentures of the measure In
jte. orlzinnl form, which were the 1im-
Itatlon aof the hours of Iabor of children
between the ages of 4 and 16 to elght
houre a day and 48 hours a week nand
the elimination of nlght work. The bill
ns It panssed the Senate provided for a
ten-fwnir day and o Sl-hour week and
contained what is known as the 'Glass
Exemption Clauge’ In the provision re-
secting night work of children, so that
the existing law as to night work was
not affected. In addition to thesie changes
numerous exceptions had been Inscerted
in the mensure which represented baek-
